the House of Representatives. He 
says: 

“The way the Panama Canal project 
as put through Congress after the Nic- 
aragua project had gone so far as to 
have passed the House of Representa- 
tives, sounds more like a fairy tale 
than a piece of modern true history. I 
happen to know all about it, and will 
detail it in full. 

“For a year or 60 before I took my 
seat in the House of Representatives 
on my trips to Washington, I frequent- 
ly met a gentleman whose name I did 
not know. So often did I meet him 
that I asked the hotel clerks and others 
who he was. The clerks were evidently 
posted, because they told me they did 
not know, but thought he was a Pin- 
kerton man, or a newspaper man, or 
engaged in some such work. After I 
took my seat in the House, it happened 
that I met iim frequently, not around 
the Capitol, but around the city of 
Washington and in other cities. We 
met so often that finally we began to | 
greet each other without 
quainted. In the first 
Fifty-seventh Congress, the friends of 
the Nicaragua Canal Bill brought 
their tremendous work to a culmina- 
tion in the House and passed their 
bill, Col. Hepburn of lowa being its 
principal champion in the House, and 
Senator Morgan in the Senate. When 
the bill went to the Senate, it remained 
in abeyance for a few months, and then 
Senator Hanna took hold of it with his 
usual vigor and after one of the sev- 
erest battles ever fought in the Senate, 
substituted a treaty for the Panama 
route in place of the bill for the Nic- 
aragua route, passed it in the Senate 
after a fight of the giants, and had it 
sent down to the Colombian legisia- 
ture at Bogota in that republic for 
ratification. The Nicaragua advocates 
at once started for Bogota, and so did 
the agents for. the trans-continental 
railroad, as it is said, and there pro- 
ceeded to lobby in the Colombian Sen- 
ate to prevent the ratification of that 


treaty. 

“A few months after the passage of 
the treaty in the United States Senate, 
I happened to be in Washington wait- 
ing for some correspondence from New 
Mexico for afew days, and without 
much else to do. This same individual 
that I had met so often before, but did 
not know, was, also, waiting around 
the hotel. Washington, during the 
summer months and during the vaca- 
tion of Congress, is about as dull a 


size. As this man was sitting near me 
one day I accosted him and said, 
‘friend, we have seen each other so 
often and greeted each other so fre- 
quently that it is getting to be a little 
embarrassing that we do not know 
each other. My name is Rodey. I am 
the delegate in Congress from New 
Mexico and I would be glad to know 
you.” He immediately turned around 
and greeted me, produced his card, and 
said that he was a member of the firm 
of Cromwell and Farnham, lewyers of 
New York. I told him that I thought 
he was a Pinkerton man ora news- 
paper man or something of that kind, 
and we entered into a general conver- 
sation. He had been out West in 
Wyoming in early life. Then he told 
me the whole details of the Nicaragua 
Panama Canal fight, some of which 1 
already knew by whet I had seen in 
the House and Senate. 

“He told me that after the Nicaragua 
Canal bill had been passed through the 


vocates, with one of the strongest lob- 
bies behind it that ever attended Con- 
gress, and when it became apparent to 
the French Company who were owners 
of the Panama Canal, that they would 
lose their property forever by the 
building of the other one, their agents 
came to New York and employed this 
man’s firm to inaugurate a campaign 
of education and substitute the Pan- 
ama route for the Nicaragua route. Mr. 
Farnham told me that beyond any 
question of doubt the Panama route 
was infinitely superior to the Nic- 
aragua one, but that the advocates of 
the latter had, by a campaign of edu- 
cation, which was a false one, filled the 
minds of Members of Congress and 
others with a lot of falsehoods that 
made a majority of the people who had 
to do with the matter believe thet the 
Nicaragua route was superior. After 
this man’s firm made their contract 


his 
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000 for this campaign of education 
which they were abont to inaugurate 
in favor of the Panama Canal. They 
at once took $15,000 or $20,000 of the 
money and sent a corps of engineers 
and photographers down to Panama 
and photographed every inch of the 
canal route and its condition then from 
ocean to ocean, and printed e vast 
number of photographs. They, also, 
compiled all scientific reports ever 
made of or concerning the Panama 
route, and had a supply of the com- 
pliation on hand. Then Mr. Farnham 


and finally hired six men as his agents, 
not one of them knowing that the other 
was employed, nor was any employe 
ever to tell of his employment. Mr. 
Farnham then engaged six offices in 
different sections of Washington, and 
instructed every one of these agents 
to report every twenty-four 
hours at some particular one of these 
offices, so no one of these agents 
would ever meet any other at head- 
quarters. Three of the men he em- 
ployed were newspaper men of discre- 
tion living in Washington. The bust- 
ness of each of these men was, on re- 
quest of Mr.,Farnham, to get into con- 
versation with certain . Members of 
Congress and incidentally, without the 
Member knowing the object, to inquire 
what his opinion of the respective 
canal routes was. Sometimes the 
member would appear to have little or 
no opinion upon the subject. At oth 
times he would think the 4 
route was the best, because of some 
particular fact or facts. All this was 
afterwards written out by this agent 
and reported at the particular office 
where such agent was to make his re- 
ports. After Mr. Cromwell read it, he 
immediately sent to the House or room 
of the Member of Congress or Senator 
literature on the subject that had been 
mentioned, and especially on the par- 
ticular point that the Member or Sena- 
tor was in doubt about. A few days 
later another of these agents, without 
knowing that the other one had been 
to see the Member at all, would be in- 
structed to see this particular Member 
again and bring about a conversation 
in the same way to ascertain his opin- 
fon of the relative merits of the two 
routes.

Cut down ranching, 
make it uncertain and poor paying, 
you drive out the farmer, make living 
expensive in the city and thereby hurt 
the general prosperity—for is it not 
the constant influx of outsiders who 
are not only enticed to stay by cli- 
matic conditions, but also by the 
cheapless of living as compared to the 
East, that a great deal of its prosper- 
ity is due. 

Now if Los Angeles really does need 
more water, would it not, be better to 
state the true conditions fairly to her

PARLIAMENT ENDS. | 


King Edward Says Government Will 
Support Subjects in Their 
Rights as Neutrals. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
LONDON, Aug. 15.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.) After an admittedly barren 
session, marked by no less than seven 
fruitiess attempts ont he part of the op- 
position to turn out the government on 
votes of censure, Parliament was pro- 
rogued today, no more than twenty- 
five members being present, including 

one member of the Cabinet. 

The King’s speech proroguing Par- 
Hament was brief. After mentioning 
his visits to the King of Denmark 
and the German Emperor,’ at which, 
he said, his reception in each case was 
most cordial, and the agreement be- 
tween France and Great Britain, 
which, he pointed out, will be advan- 
tageous to all concerned and mate- 
rially strengthen the friendship be- 
tween Great Britain and France, the 


King says: 

— ö I regret to say, are still 
ween Russia and Japan. 
Upon the outbreak of the war I issued 
a proclamation deciaring my neutral- 
ity, and enjoining all my people to a 
strict observance thereof. ~ Important 
questions involv the treatment of 
neutral commerce the hands of bel- 
ligerents have arisen in connection 
with these operations. 

“The issues involved, which are of 
the gravest moment to the trade of 
the empire, will, I trust, be amicably 
settied without prejudice to the vast 
commercial interests of the country. 
My government will energetically sup- 
port my subjects in the exercise of 
rights recognized by international law 
as belonging to neutrals.” 

In regard to Thibet, the King said 
that the arrival of the “political mis- 
sion” at Lhassa afforded bim the 
greatest satisfaction, and reflected 
considerable credit on the officers and 
the small number of men of the force. 
He hoped the conference in Lhassa 
would result in an arrangement of 
terms which would end the difficulties 
and friction on the northern frontier 
of the Indian empire. 

After commenting on the satisfac-. 
tory situation in Somaliland and enu- 
merating the bills to which His Majes- 
ty had assented, the qpeech extended 
the King’s thanks to houses of 
Parliament.
